Any additioMABE/WBE subcontractor participation submitted
at the time of bid will be used toward overall rawutral goals. Only those firms with current MBRd
WBE certification at the time of bid opening wile kacceptable for listing in the bidder's submital
MBE and WBE participation. The Contractor shatlicate the following required information:

Bids submitted that do not have MBE and WBE pgoétion indicated on
the appropriate form will not be read publicly dgyithe opening of bids. The Department
will not consider these bids for award and the peap will be rejected.

(3) The bidder shall be responsible for ensurireg the MBE/WBE is certified at the time of
bid by checking the Directory of Transportationns. If the firm is not certified at the
time of the bid-letting, that MBE’'s or WBE’s paipation will not count towards
achieving the corresponding goal.

(B) If either the MBE or WBE goal is zero, entries on th&isting of MBE and WBE Subcontractors are
not required for the zero goal, however any MBBMBE participation that is achieved during the
project shall be reported in accordance with regnénts contained elsewhere in the special
provision.

Submission of Good Faith Effort

If the bidder fails to meet or exceed either the BMi& the WBE goal, the apparent lowest responsive
bidder shall submit to the Department documentadibadequate good faith efforts made to reach that
specific goal(s).

Consideration of Good Faith Effort for Projects with MBE/WBE Goals More Than Zero

Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddek tall necessary and reasonable steps to achieve th
goal which, by their scope, intensity, and appmeness, could reasonably be expected to obtain
sufficient MBE/WBE patrticipation. Adequate goodthiaefforts also mean that the bidder actively and
aggressively sought MBE/WBE participation. Mgm® forma efforts are not considered good faith
efforts.

The Department will consider the quality, quantapnd intensity of the different kinds of effortdider
has made.

Evidence of such negotiation inésdhe names, addresses, and telephone
numbers of MBEs/WBEs that were considered; a dasoni of the information provided
regarding the plans and specifications for the weellected for subcontracting; and
evidence as to why additional agreements could b®treached for MBES/WBEs
to perform the work.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment woulds@er a number of factors in negotiating
with subcontractors, including MBE/WBE subcontrastcand would take a firm’s price
and capabilities as well as contract goals intosiwration. However, the fact that there
may be some additional costs involved in findingl aising MBES/WBESs is not in itself
sufficient reason for a bidder’s failure to meet ttontract MBE or WBE goals, as long as
such costs are reasonable. Also, the ability sirelef a prime contractor to perform the
work of a contract with its own organization doest melieve the bidder of the
responsibility to make good faith efforts. Biddiogntractors are not, however, required to
accept higher quotes from MBEsS/WBEs if the pricdfedence is excessive or
unreasonable.

Not rejecting MBES/WBEs as being unqualifiedtheut sound reasons based on a thorough
investigation of their capabilities. The biddestanding within its industry, membership in
specific groups, organizations, or associates aftigal or social affiliations (for example, union
vsS. non-union employee status) are not legitimatgses for the rejection or non-solicitation of
bids in the bidder’s efforts to meet the projecalgo

Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBE®btaining bonding, lines of credit, or insurance
as required by the recipient or bidder.

Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBIEs abtaining necessary equipment, supplies,
materials, or related assistance or services.

Effectively using the services of available ority/women community organizations;
minority/women contractors’ groups; Federal, Statmd local minority/women business
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assistance offices; and other organizations asatioon a case-by-case basis to provide assistance
in the recruitment and placement of MBES/WBEs. t@onhwithin 7 days from the bid opening
NCDOT'’s Business Development Manager in the Busin@pportunity and Work Force
Development Unit to give notification of the bid&emnability to get MBE or WBE quotes.

M Any other evidence that the bidder submits whiahwshthat the bidder has made reasonable good
faith efforts to meet the MBE and WBE goal.

In addition, the Department may take into accohatfbllowing:

(1) Whether the bidder's documentation reflectdemrcand realistic plan for achieving the
MBE and WBE goals.

(2) The bidders’ past performance in meeting theBvid WBE goals.

(3) The performance of other bidders in meeting M2E and WBE goals. For example,
when the apparent successful bidder fails to meetgbals, but others meet it, you may
reasonably raise the question of whether, with taoddil reasonable efforts the apparent
successful bidder could have met the goals. I&afhgarent successful bidder fails to meet
the MBE and WBE goals, but meets or exceeds themageeMBE and WBE patrticipation
obtained by other bidders, the Department may viasy in conjunction with other factors,
as evidence of the apparent successful bidder iamade a good faith effort.

If the Department does not award the contract ¢oagparent lowest responsive bidder, the Department
reserves the right to award the contract to the texest responsive bidder that can satisfy to the
Department that the MBE and WBE goals can be m#étairan adequate good faith effort has been made
to meet the MBE and WBE goals.

Non-Good Faith Appeal

The Engineer will notify the contractor verballydam writing of non-good faith. A contractor may
appeal a determination of non-good faith made l&y @oal Compliance Committee. If a contractor
wishes to appeal the determination made by the Gtieenthey shall provide written notification tioet
Engineer. The appeal shall be made within 2 bgsimays of notification of the determination of nhon
good faith.

Counting MBE/WBE Participation Toward Meeting MBE/W BE Goals

The total dollar value of the participation by areuoitted MBE/WBE will be counted toward the
contract goal requirements. The total dollar valtiparticipation by a committed MBE/WBE will
be based upon the value of work actually perforimethe MBE/WBE and the actual payments to
MBE/WBE firms by the Contractor.

Joint Venture

not the cost of the materials and supplies therasg\provided the fees are determined to
be reasonable and not excessive as compared veishctestomarily allowed for similar
services.

To determine wiegth MBE/WBE is performing a commercially
useful function, the Department will evaluate themoant of work subcontracted, industry
practices, whether the amount the firm is to bel paider the contract is commensurate with the
work it is actually performing and the MBE/WBE citedaimed for its performance of the work,
and any other relevant factors.

MBE/WBE Utilization in Trucking

The following factors will be used to determineaifMBE or WBE trucking firm is performing
a commercially useful function:

It should be noted that every effivall be made by MBE and WBE
contractors to subcontract to the same certificatice., MBEs to MBEs and WBEs to
WBESs), in order to fulfill the goal requirement. hi§, however, may not always be
possible due to the limitation of firms in the ardathe MBE or WBE firm shows a good
faith effort has been made to reach out to sinyilarértified transportation service
providers and there is no interest or availabilapd they can get assistance from other
certified providers, the Engineer will not hold gkeme liable for meeting the goal.

(5) The MBE/WBE may also subcontract the work tooa-MBE/WBE firm, including from
an owner-operator. The MBE/WBE who subcontraceswlork to a non-MBE/WBE is
entitled to credit for the total value of trans@bidin services provided by the non-
MBE/WBE subcontractor not to exceed the value afigportation services provided by
MBE/WBE-owned trucks on the contract. Additionarficipation by non-MBE/WBE
subcontractors receives credit only for the feeanmission it receives as a result of the
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subcontract arrangement. The value of service®meed under subcontract agreements
between the MBE/WBE and the Contractor will not motowards the MBE/WBE contract
requirement.

(6) A MBE/WBE may lease truck(s) from an establgleguipment leasing business open to
the general public. The lease must indicate thatMBE/WBE has exclusive use of and
control over the truck. This requirement doespreclude the leased truck from working
for others during the term of the lease with thesemt of the MBE/WBE, so long as the
lease gives the MBE/WBE absolute priority for uséhe leased truck. This type of lease
may count toward the MBE/WBE's credit as long as dhniver is under the MBE/WBE's
payroll.

MBE/WBE Replacement

The Contractor shall comply with the following fiaplacement of a committed MBE/WBE:

When the Engineer makes changes that result intaraton of plans or details of construction, and
portion or all of the work had been expected tpbdormed by a committed MBE/WBE, the Contractor
shall seek participation by MBES/WBESs unless othssvapproved by the Engineer.

When the Contractor requests changes in the waittkrésult in the reduction or elimination of woHat
the Contractor committed to be performed by a MBBBEV the Contractor shall seek additional
participation by MBES/WBEs equal to the reduced MBBE patrticipation caused by the changes.
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Reports and Documentation

A SAF (Subcontract Approval Form) shall be submitted for all work which is to berfpemed by a
MBE/WBE subcontractor. The Department reservesridjat to require copies of actual subcontract
agreements involving MBE/WBE subcontractors.

When using transportation services to meet theraonttcommitment, the Contractor shall submit a
proposed trucking plan in addition to the SAF.

Contractors reporting transportation services mtediby non-MBE/WBE lessees shall evaluate the value
of services provided during the month of the repgrperiod only.

At any time, the Engineer can request written w&atfon of subcontractor payments.

The Contractor shall report the accounting of payis¢éhrough the Department’s DBE Payment Tracking
System.
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Failure to Meet Contract Requirements

Failure to meet contract requirements in accordanegéh Subarticle 102-15(J) of the
2012 Sandard Specifications may be cause to disqualify the Contractor.
